Matthew Arnold's statement V that 
poetry Is a "criticism of life," was ap 
plied to all" literature; by Dr. Brunt.

A LECTURER, addressing one of the campus 
societies recently, opened 'himself to criticism by 
statlntr quite dogmatically that creative - artists 
should pander, to the "general public" and make 
their work palatable to them. There is hardly an 
art In which the con^rse of this is not true, and 
It Is amusing to imagine what sort of painting the 
Canadian Ga)up of Seven would produce, in what 
manner Shaw would pen his propaganda, what form 
lyric poeti^ would take or how much simpler even 
a Haydn, symphony would be, If thélr creators fol- 
lowed this rule. 

Recognition of the existence of peoples whose 
Intelligence is entirely used up in the daily pursuit 
after bread and butter and the occaMonai spot of 
Jam is essential fdr those . creators whose work 
comes In direct contact wH;h them. -Their per- 
sistence must be used as a check upon too lofty 
flights all the time, but they dare never bo used 
as standards. Journalists are bound more than 
others by this rule, poëts and composers, least of 
all. 

In the case of composers, there Is an Interest; 
Ing incident which lUustrates this point. , Haydn 
was under contract to compose a number of 
symphonies for his impressarlo Solomon, while he 
was In London, and looking about ifor subject mat- 
ter and Ide^is, he noticed this same publjc. He per- 
ceived that the ladies fell asleep during tlie play- 
ing of a symphony, and in order to overeome|thi8 
he wote a "Surprise" symphony. In whîcir the 
drums burst forth in terrific blast at certain inter- 
vals, for the express purpose of waking these drowsy 
damsels from their lethargy.^ Par ^from; being spoilt 
music, this symphony is drawh'Upoh às ait Illustra- 
tion for texts to greater ■ extei)t .than any of his 
others,;,-', r' ■ ' " ' ' 

Thé moving picture, ' both slient and noisy- 
Hollywood edition— is of course the most blatant 
example of made-for-thc-publlc ware, and the dis- 
satisfactipniat this state is attested tt> at least 
weekly in the columns of the most lukewarm of 
critic^. The duty lies not' only In enterl'alnment, 
but also In . education, the building up of an ap- 
pfeoiatlon lor the things alwayi one stiep above 
the Individual's capabilities.'

Rome-bullt-ta-a-day sort of thing. The acoustics, 
for tastance, are vile, the floor-stage somewhat 
exasperating for those In the farther seats, the 
budget Invisible, and the seats requiring medical 
attention ... bût what the Hell? 

In the Studio they intend to do three things; 
Produce plays differently; produce difficult plays; 
and produce Canadian plays. These are the three 
most laudable ambitions which an organization can 
hold.. Rousing cheers are in order. • 

Last night was Canadian night plus English 
accents, plus English bom or bred authors, plus 
English actors, directors, stage-hands and so forth, 
but still Canadian night. As a demonstration of 
what the Imperial Conference can do to advance 
native art It wasn't bai; ïliere were . four- plàys. 
All were well written and all, In addittonrwerc 
good plays. 

The first by Leslie Stone who, since he has been 
in Canada for all of a ^ear and a half, might be 
expected to haveiforgOttojithe sound 'of Bow Bells, 
Is a bright bit of'noMense for jn amateur hand 
at the. game.

Freshman Mental 
RatingsUnchanged 

Pittsburg, Pa. — ITeshlmen often 
puzzle over the purpose of th<we be 
wllderlng intelligence -Tests which 
they ace required to-take soon after 
entering Carnegie. They wonder If 
the Department of Psychology and 
Education really grades and lUes 
thpse numerous answer books. Yes. 
tlie' results of the tests are important 
for two reasons. Tliey. rate each in 
dividual student on ft scale -for pre- 
dicting his scholarship; and they fa- 
cUltate a- class rating by comparison 
with rpsults of previous years. "They 
are compared also with established 
standards' for collège students. 

The Department of Psychology goes 
further, than merely predicting a' stu-"^ 
dent's intelUgenco by the réâults ' of 
the tests. It places the ratings of In 
dlvlduals in the hands of faculty ad 
visors and heads of departments where 
they jvlU be of most benefit to the 
student. "IT^o ratings do jidflge^ 
simply predict success, arid "lOCMeff or 
special attention students likely to 
encounter difficulties. They are used 
to aid students hi; making à success 
of theh: coilege work. . Advisors and 
department^ heads frequently consult 
these ratings when suggesting , plans 
for slndy programs to studenlsl out- 
side work, dropping subjecte, and 
scheduled loads. 

Then,'' In rating: the freshmen as 
a - group to compsïlson yfthv^^^^ 
classés, there ;U..foiund -to IW''^^^ 
dlffëréjnce 'in' abillty frW'yèâr' i» year. 
The mental quality of classes shice 
1926, when the present tests were in 
stitutsd, has changed but little. The 
average scores are tabulated as fol- 
lows: > 

1927- 28— Two scad per cent be 
low that of 1926-27. ■ ' ' ' ' '^/^ - 

1928- 29— One half per ceiit above 
that of 1926-27. 

1929- 30— Four per cent , below that 
of 1926-27. .' : 

1930- 31— Two per cent above that 
of 1926-27. ' 

1932-33— Two and . half .-, per i, cent 
above (that of 1926-27. 

There are practically no significant 
differences .tovolved during: aU these 
yeirs; since any VMlation^pt'less-.t&an' 
two'pér cent Is of no conseqùericé be- 
cause of statistical factors involved.
